Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -6 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the record of 
prior art does not show the brake of an electric motor comprising a shaft coupling rotary 
disc having a plurality of engage members extending forward and spaced apart 
equidistantly around its outer circumferential edge, a brake comprising a base, a drive 
rod and a controlling rotary member wherein the base provided inside with a round base 
hole for receiving a torsion spring therein, the drive rod positioned in said torsion spring, 
the drive member of the drive rod pushing against the actuating member of the torsion 
spring, and the controlling rotary member bored axially with a shaft hole, the controlling 
rotary member having its rear outer circumference formed with a serrated portion, the 
serrated portion engaging with said engage members of said shaft coupling rotary disc, 
said controlling rotary member having its front portion inserted in said round base hole 
of said base, the front portion of said controlling rotary member having its opposite side 
edges respectively formed with an interacting portion, said interacting surfaces of said 
controlling rotary member pushing against the inner side of said actuating members of 
said torsion spring, said drive rod pivotally inserted said shaft hole of said controlling 
rotary member, said drive member of said drive rod protruding of said pivotal shaft hole 
of said controlling rotary member.
